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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant indicates that fig. 1a, and 2 are in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.84, since they are in support of withdrawn claims 1-5 (page 1, parag.2). The Examiner disagrees, since the 
figures must contain the elements described or referred to in the specification. The Applicant is also advised about the introduction of new 
matter (matter not previously present in the specification) into the drawings, which would be rejectable under various statutes. 

The Applicant submits that MusicBrainz fails to teach limitation d of claim 6, since it does not show the displaying content generated by a 
third party to another party (page 2, parag.1). The Examiner disagrees, since MusicBrainz shows the uploading of audio track information to 
a musicbrainz database online. The uploaded data is in turn downloaded, and displayed by other users onto their computers (pages 1-2). 

Furthermore, the Applicant states that the earliest date found found for the MusicBrainz reference is 4/04 (page 2, last parag.). The 
Examiner disagrees, because as it is shown in the footer of the musicBrainz reference the date listed by Archive.org goes all the way back 
to 2001. 
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
